11. (Currently amended) Amethodfortreatingadiseaseof at least a part of the posterior 
segmmt of the eye including the lens, the vitreous body, the choroid and the retina in an animal 
including a human, wherein the method comprises ^^lying to the animal a transdermal patch 
comprising a drug-containing layer uniformly containing in a base matrix an eifectivc amount of 
a dmg to be delivered to the part and 10-20 W/W% of polvoxvethvlene oleyl ether and 10-20 
W/W% of isopropvl mvristate as a percutaneous absorption enhancers e nhancer .

21. (Previously Presented) An ophthalmic transdermal patch for treating diseases of the 
posterior segment of the eye comprising a driigHiJOntaining layer uniformly containing in a base 
matrix 10-20 W/W% of polyoxyethylene oleyl ether and 10-20 WAV% of isooropvl mvristate as 
a percutaneous absorption eabaneer enhancers and a drug to be delivered to at least a part of the
